WHEAT FARMER 
CUTS ACREAGE 


Producers Heed Warning of 
Expert Growers 


Millions of Acres Less in 
‘This Falls Sowing 


Condition of Crop Reported 
of High Average 


(BY A. NIGHT WIRE) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 19— 


Wheat producers have heeded to 
some degree the warnings of agri- 
cultural experts to reduce their 
acreage, {t was indicated in. teday’s 
report of the Department of Agri- 
culture, which announced 40,191,- 
000 acres had been sown to winter 
wheat this fall. That is a reduc- 


tion of 5,759,000 acres, or 12.6 per 
cent, from the acreage suwn a year 
ago, but the area is 19.) per cent 
above the prewar (1909-13) annual 
average sowing. 

The éstimate of sowing is close- 
ly in line with the government's 
August report of farmers’ inten- 
tions to plant which placed the 
acreage at 39,200,000, or 15.6 per 
cent below last year’s sowing. 

A forecast of production was not 
made in connection with the acre- 
age and condition report. 

The condition of the crop of De- 
cember 1, was 88.0 per cent of a 
normal, which is 1.5 points bétter 
than the ten-year average condi- 
tion on that date, showing the crop 
goes into winter in good condi- 
tion. If the average annual aban- 
donment occurs wister it 
would leave about $6,252,000 acres 
to be harvested next summer. 

The largest reduction in acreage 
was in Missouri which was 25 per 
cent below year’s sowings. 
Kansas and Indiana showed a 13 
per. cent reduction; Nebraska, 12 
per cent; Illinois, 17 per cent; 
Oklahoma, 8 per cent; Ohio, 6 per_ 
cent, and Pennsylvania, 5 per cent, 
Washington showed a 16 per cent 
increase in acreage. The condition 
of the crop in Kansas, Oklahoma 
and Nebraska, the States with the 
largest acreages, was much better 
than a year ago.

LONDON, Dec. 198.—When 
John Bradbury, the British dele- 
gate to the Reparations Com tnis- 
sion, returned (his morning from 
Lossiemouth, Scotland, where We 
had gone to coneult Ramsay Mac- 
Donald he refused to discuss his 
visit further than ~ to say it wus 
natural that he should consult the 
leader of the Parliumentary oppo- 
sition about the selection of dele- 
gates to the new repurations in- 


quiry. 


I am able to say, however, that 
he mado the trip on the suggestion 
of Prime Minister Baldwin who 
told him that there would be no 
use in making appointments which 
might be distasteful to the man 
who will be Prime Minister in less 
than a month. Mr. Baldwin point- 
ed ont that*the chief thing was to 
secure continuity of British policy, 
no Matter whut it might be. 

I learn that Sir John got very 
little satisfaction out of Mr. Mac- 
Donald who is opposed to the 
whole idea of a partial and limited 
inquiry and who is inclined to call 
& general world corference to dis- 
cuss the whole European situation 
and, if heeessary, revise the Treaty 
of Vergailles. He also objects to 
an inquiry solely by financiers who 
may be more or less under French 
financial influence. 


NEED CO-OPERATION 


that the Labor leader told Sif John 
that every effort should be made 
to conciliate French opinion as the 

bor government wishes to bring 
about disarmament and‘*that will 
be impossible without French co- 
operation. It is learned that offi-

Who the fortunate travelers will 
be has not as yet been decided 
on, but Richard A. Kaak of Ba- 
tavia, the capitaj of Java, arrived 
in Los Angeles yesterday en route 
to New York where he will make 
arrangements for extending tke in- 
vitation of his government to rep- 
regentative American business men 
in different parts of the country. 

Mr. Kaak, who is staying at the 
Alexandria Hotel as the guest of 
W. F. Alder, the Bast Indian ex- 
plorer, stated that the party will 
sall about the different islands of 
the archipelago in a new steam- 
ship, the Plancius, now under con- 
struction by the Royal Packet 
Navigation Company in Holland. 
The veasel will sail from Holland 
to Java in May, where the Ameri- 
cans will meet it. 

“The purpose of the tour is to 
acquaint Americans with Java and 
the other islands -forming the 
Malay Archipelago,” said Mr. 
Kaak. “Up to this time the East 
Indies have been a terra incog- 
nita to most people on this side 
of the world and we fee] that it 
is time to change this condition.” 


VOLCANOES GALORE 


A visit will be paid to each of 
the more important islands of the 
archipelagy. The guests will be 
carried by motor through Java, 
Sumatra, Borneo and New Guinea. 
Among the points of interest that 
will be seen in Java, where the 
party will spend two weeks, are 
Garoet, a village surrounded by 
fourteen volcanoes; Baro Budur, 
the famous old Buddhist temple, 
carrying on its walls a history of 
the life of Buddha in high relief 
characters: the Sultan's palace 
at Djorkya; Sourabaya, the chief 
commercial port of the East In- 
dies; and the crater of Bromo, a 
volcano that ranks will Kilauea. 

The visitors will also inspect the 
Hindu ruins on the island of Bali; 

r on the island of Lom- 
bac, one of the.principal distrib 
uting ‘points of the East Indies, 
the pearl fisheries at Aru Island; 
and the oil wells at Balikpapan in 
Borneo, the headquarters of the 
Dutch Shell Oil Company. 


LAND FERTILE 

“Few persons outside those who 
have visited the Bast Indies have 
any idea of the extent of the Ma- 
lay Archipelago and the riches of 
ite resources,” said Mr. Kaak. “It 
abousds in fertile lands capable 
of producing practically every- 
thing that grows, vast forests of 
costly woods, such as mahogany. 
teak wood and rosewood, and great 
storee Of valuable minerals, in- 
cluding gold ‘and precious stones. 

“The representatives of the 
Dutch government who are now 
occupying the official positions of 
the islands are al} young men with 
an ambition to develop these re- 
sources and increase the commer- 
cial activities af the archipelago. 
They are parficularly désirous of 
establishing closer relations with 
the United States, with which 
country they believe an. extensive 
trade may be built up to the ad- 
Vantage of both the Americans and 
themselves.”’

Mellon Offers Engraving 
Head Position to Official 
Ousted by Harding 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE! 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.— Steps 
were taken by the administration 
today to terminate the controversy 
originating from the discharge by 
President Harding of thirty officials 


of the Bureau of Engraving almost 
two years ago. 

Reappointment as director. of 
the bureau was tendered by Sec- 
retary Mellion to James L. Wil- 
meth, who was among those oust- 
ed by the President's executive or- 
der, but he declined to accept the 
offer. The Secretary's action, tak- 


Wilmeth, today was accepted not 
only as serving to vindicate the 
deposed director, but to presage a 
change in the administration of 
the bureau as it now is constituted. 

Treasury officials were silent as 
to the next moves, but there were 
indications that Mr. Mellon desired 
to place a new official at the head 
of the bureau, now in charge of 
Louis W. Hill, who succeeded Mr. 
Wilmeth. It was said that the 
treasury planned to offer to rein- 
state all of those ousted with Mr. 
Wilmeth, but the Secretary de- 
clined to comment on this possibil- 
ity. 

The new director, if one is se- 
lected, will come from outside the 
bureau personnel, it was stated at 
the treasury.

In its harbor, climate, back coun- 
try, water and power this city has 
a “royal flush of assets” that are 
irresistibly combining to make it 
the greatest industrial center’of the 
world, Willis Owen, industrial ana- 
lyst, yesterday told the members 
of the Commercial Board of Los 
Angeles at their weekly luncheon 
at the Biltmore. He‘ accentuated 
especially the importance of the 
back country in hig recital of sta- 
tistical facts, asgerting that it is 
the largest and richest hinterland 
in the world. 

The program was devoted to the 
discussion of industrial affairs ahd 
was under the chairmanship of 
Lemuel J. Coburn, president of the 
Pioneer Pacific Wersted Company, 
who decried the prevalence of the 
promotion of industrial enterprises 
through questionable machinery 
and the lack of a market for the 
distribution of sound securities in 
well-managed concerns with an 
assured future. Investors, he said, 
must recognize the worth of indus- 
trial etocks and bonds if these com- 
panies are to become established 
and thrive here, 

Mr. Owens deo touched on the 
need of adequate financial support 
for new industries. His talk was 
entitied, “Putting the ‘Dust’ in Our 
Industry,” which, he said, was sig- 

ifieant of the gold dust formerly 
the medium of exchange in the 
early days of Cajifornia. Putting 
money into industry Is the safest 
form of investment, he declared, 
for Los Angeles will stop growing, 
in his opinion, when its harbor is 
destfoved by some natural cata- 
clysm, its climate turns cold, the 
back country becomes barren and 
sterile, its water resources dry up 
and its power becomes ineffective. 

He offered the prediction that 
Los Angeles county will be one vast 
city in 1950, basing his prophecy 
on-+the population increases to date. 
On December 1, he said, the city 
possessed 1,000,000 residents, 
which will be increased another 
1,000,000 by 1930. There were 
700,000 summer visitors here this 
year, a large proportion of whom 
remained, or returned to their 
homes to pack up and bring their 
friends back with them,

IRRIGATION ACT 


J. E. Patrick, vice-president of 
Elliott &° Horne Company, has 
called the attention of Trade Talk 
to a2 news story sent out from KI 
Centro relative to the decision of 
Judge R. R. Freeman, whiecn de- 
clared illegal taxes levied by the 
Imperial Irrigation District under 
the amendments of the irrigation 
act pussed in 1915. According to 
Mr. Patrick, this information er- 
roneously refers to the amend- 
ments to the irrigation law of 1915 
as the “1915 act.” 

The 1915 act, properly called, 
provides -for the issuance of serial 
bonds by the cities of the State 
for streeet improvement purposes 
and places upon the cities the ob- 
ligation of guaranteeing the tax 
levied in payment thereof. It hae 
no connection with irrigation dis- 
tricts. 

The 1915 act has been declared 
constitutional in every decision 
rendered by any court in the State 
of California. The constitutionali- 
ty of the 1915 Act has been up- 
proved by the Court of Appeals of 
the State of California in the case 
of the Federal Constryction Com- 
pany vs. Wold, 36 California App. 
260, in which case a writ of re- 
view was refused by the Supreme 


urt. 
The 1911 act, which is the foun- 
dation of the 1915 act, has re- 


aes peen upheld by the Supreme 
Court of the United States.

Mr. Owen compared Los Angeles’ 
contiguous territory, containing.

Cables from Moscow and Paris agree that 
both a commercial and a political treaty 
between the soviets and the French gov- 
erpment have been negotiated. The French, 
according to the cables, are willing to ac 
cept the “fait accompli.” The government 
will forget that confiscation of securities 
held by French nationals, to the amount of 


about $1,000,000,000, provided that the soviets 


will agree to keep their hands off in case 
there is trouble bétween France and Ger- 
many. The French are more concerned 
about present security than about the 
wrongs of the past. ' 

That is a question which the French have 
undoubtedly the right to settle according 
to their own conception of right, honor and 
justice. The French have been able to find 
an excuse for the former actions of the 
soviets. But the French official mind seems 
to be more flexible in questions of justice 
and right than the Anglo-Saxon; for the 
French government has been able to find a 
justification for the repudiation of the 
French debt to America. What the French 
do in this matter, however, is not likely to 
exercise an influence on™ our State Depart- 
ment favorable to the soviets. A wrong 
does not cease to be 4 wrong because the 
perpetrators are powerful. 


CE PLANS FOR AIRPLANES 

The twentieth anniversary of the first 
successful flight of a heavier-than-vir ma- 
chine was celebrated in aviation circles on 
December 17. The memorable flight was 
held at Kitty Hawk, N. C., and marked the 
practical beginning of man’s conquest of 
the air. 

It is the tragedy of mran’s greatest mod- 
ern Invention, that it should have been used 
more for destructive purposes in warfare 
than for constructive use in times of peace. 
The World War brought the airplane into 
its own, as its great and numerous possi- 
bilities weré learned at this time. For 
scouting and map making it is of inestim- 
able value and has completely revolution- 
ized moderf warfare. 

But te National Aeronautical Associa- 
tion takes the occasion of the anniversary 
celebration to stress the fact that, given 
proper encouragement, the airplatie will 
prove as great an asset to commercial ex- 
pansion and development as it has to war- 
fare. In America interest in the practical 
uses to which flying can be put has rather 
lagged because of the timidity evinced of 
capital about investing in this field. The 
numerous stunt aviators and the large num- 
ber of these meeting premature deaths have 
caused the public to regard flying machines 
with distrust. 

In Burope airplanes are being widely 
used for transportation purposes, where 
they are of especial service to business men 
whose need for rapid travel is great. In

next few years will see airplane routes es- 
‘tablished all over the United States, and 
people traveling by airplane quite as read- 
ily and with as little fear as when they 
a railroad journey.

HRISTMAS SHOPLIFTERS | 

Now that the Christmas season is here 
the retail merchants have called attention 
to the fact that the number of shoplifters 
has exactly doubled. This is a peculiarly 
feminine form of dawbreaking. Ten per 
cent of all women brought into the police 
courts are there to answer charges of steal- 
ing from storgs. 

The sad part of it is that only a small 
per cent of the women arrested are pro- 
fessional thieves. While many steal during 
the Christmas season because the crowded 
condition of the stores makes detection 
more difficult, the merchants declare that 
large numbers of the offenders caught con- 
fess thatethey were purloining articles with 
the intention of passing them on as Christ- 
mas gifts. Few women in impoverished 
circumstances are charged with shoplifting; 
the thieves mostly come from the middle 
class and love of finery beyond their finan- 
cial ability to buy is the cause of their de- 
serting the paths of honesty. 

Silk stockings, lingerie, cosmetics and ex- 
pensive perfumes are the commonest arti- 
cles taken. One would suppose that per- 
sons in full possession of their senses would 
not risk arrest merely to acquire an allur- 
ing aroma. The merchants complain that 
the army of petty feminine thieves is in- 
creasing, due to fhe difficulty of getting the 
police and judges to deal sternly with them. 
The miscreants range from girls of tender 
years to aged grandmothers. So many sor- 
rows of the fair sex seem to come from an 
uncontrollable yearning for finery and or- 
namental doodads.

Now itis a peculiar fact that very few of 
us run into debt for necessities, while 
everyone of us gets into debt for luxuries. 

For instance: You @on't hear of pgople 
owing money for bread and butter or for 
shoes and stockings; but you hear of many 
who go into for midnight suppers and 
silk hosiery. 

Also, you never hear of a map suffering 
for indulging excessively in necessities like 
common sense, self-control, decency, square-

extensions to Los Angeles of promi- 
nent streets in Long Beach, or ex- 
tensions to the harbor district of 
through streets in Los Angeles, Mr. 
Dunn stated, and because of their 
value as arteries between Long 
Beach and the harbor on the one 
end and Los Angeles on the other, 
the compromise agreement assured 
he committee that no rights of 
coy through these lands would be 
granted if an annexation election 
involving them was carried. 
According to experts in Los An- 
geles, if the annexation election 
earried and the “shoe-string strip” 
is added to Long Beach the en- 
tire Los Angeles new industrial 
district will be cut off from ex- 
pansion and development of the 
district behind Wilmington brought 
to a halt.

ENDS BITTER BATTLE

concessions, it is said, there lier a

immense profits. 

The Southern Club, probably the 
best known of the gambling houses 
next to the A. B. W. Club, will be 
forced out of businese.
